Individuals whom he alleged^c^bg FBI agents have 
been making inquiries at the Yorkville^Temple, 157 East 
86th Street, where the NRP holds meetings and where it has 
a lease with a Mr. KRALITZ , Manager. According to MADOLE,- 
KRALITZ has indicated individuals claiming they were FBI 
agents made inquiries about the NRP as a result of which, 
according to MADOLE, KRALITZ was cancelling the lease for 
the NRP's use of the Yorkville Temple. 

In addition, according to MADOLE, alleged FBI agents 
made inquiries of the NRP at Columbia University during this 
past week. MADOLE stated that he is scheduled to speak at 
Columbia University next Wednesday April 17, 1963, which was 
arranged by the Political Affairs- Committee at Columbia 
University through Mr. KESSLER of this committee. However, 
according to MADOLE the Dean, identity not known to MADOI^f^^* 68 *^

On March 7* 1963* a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that on Friday, March 1, 1963, 
from 8:00 pm until 12:00 midnight, approximately 80 persons 
attended a meeting sponsored by the Nationalist Party (NP), 5O7 
Fifth Avenue, New York City. 

The meeting was held at Adelphi Hall, 74 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City, and arrangements for it were made by Luke Dommer, 
National Co-ordinator of the NP who stated that the purpose of 
the meeting was to afford newcomers an opportunity to become 
acquainted with the membership and program of the NP. 

Douglas Kaye, Information Director of the NP, acted 
as master of ceremonies and spoke for a short time on the 
desire of the NP to become a strong and active "nationalistic" 
force in the United States.

John S. Sullivan, Chairman of the NP, was the first 
speaker and he reaffirmed the NP‘s support of former general 
Edwin A. Walker and defined the attempt of the courts to place 
Waller in an insane asylum as "another attempt of the Kennedy 
administration to silence trie American patriots." Sullivan 
went* on t 9. attack the Young Americans for Freedom as being 
"a poor example of a conservative organization supported by lib- 
eral thinking beatniks. " Sullivan concluded his speech by 
declaring that true "nationalism" as practiced by the NP would 
triumph over communism, liberalism and phony conservatism a fid 
the "day of minority rule" would soon end. 


The second speaker was Mr. Gonzalez Santiago, a member 
of the Cuban Nationalist Association (CNA) who spoke in place 
of Mr. Felipe Rivera, Director of the CNA, who was unable to 
attend the meeting.

Avenue, New York City. 

I further advised that although 

LUKE DOMMER has no official title as an officer of the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 

stated that even though activities 
of the Nr ''.onsist; or anui- communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP ha\e in the past exhibited anti-semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
of the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) which was held in 
New York City on December 4, i960. 

On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist. However, 
this souz*ce stated, members, of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 

The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to Join with other organizations in anti-communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has.

During this' period of time a group of young men , 
mostly German or of German descent, have regularly frequented 
his establishment, and have held informal-type meetings there. 

They appear to belong to a German organization which is definitely 
a hate group and are anti-everything that does not go along 
with their way of thinking. When he first became owner of this 
bar, they used to wear Nazi armbands and German Iron Crosses. 

They also would pass out literature proclaiming the former 
German Nazi Party and its precepts as the only ones worthy of 
following. Over a period of time they began to intimidate his 
customers, especially the ones who indicated a dislike of their 
actions and on occasion they have singled out a customer and 
said something about his Jewish parentage and the fact that 
.they did not want to see him in this establishment again. 

On 5/17/63 j a number of these young men entered the 
Berliner Bar and paraded around using the Nazi salute and 
ordering customers to Sieg heil. Mr. ANZALDO became infuriated 
at this procedure and ordered the men to leave. They, at this 
point threatened the owner of the bar and at approximately 
5:00 a.m., after all the customers had departed, two of his 
front windows were broken. He was able; to run out into the 
street and catich what he thinks was one of the men who broke 
the window and he held this individual until the local police 
arrived. Ther local police advised ANZALDO that unless he

On November 26, 1957* a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957.

South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a 
new political party to be known as the United White 
Party" . According to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee 
at which many kiansmen were represented. The UWP 
was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals". 

The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt", self - 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ 
of the National States Rights Party" ( NSRP ) reported that 
rank and file "States Righbers" had merged with the UWP 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party", 
with national offices at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville 
Indiana. 

In November, 1958* a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites,

On June 13, 1963, a source who has furnished 
reliabl e information in the past, advised that George A. 

Lincke, | | had been 

designated by George Lincoln Rockwell, leader of the American, 
Nazi Party (ANP), to establish in New York City the ANP 
of New York in place of the Fighting American Nationalists, 
New York City (FAN, NYC), Post Office Box 130, Highbridge 
Station, New York 52, New York. 

According to the source, FAN, NYC has been 
dissolved and in its place ANP, New York City will utilize 
Post Office Box 130, Highbridge Station, New York 52, New 
York. 


Those individuals, formerly associated with FAN, 
NYC, have been notified of its dissolution and have been 
invited to join and attend meetings of ANP of New York. 

The source stated that ANP of New York will hold 
no public meetings or participate in any activity of a 
public nature until authorized to do so by Rockwell. 
Lincke, in heading ANP of New York, is to take orders on 
its operation directly from Rockwell and any activity by 
ANP of New York will follow only upon receipt of orders 
from Rockwell. 


This same source advised on June 14, 1963, that 
on June 13, 1963, from 7:30 p.m. to 10:30 p.m., 17 individuals, 
including George A. Lincke, attended the first meeting of 
the ANP of New York which was held at the Madison Square 
Hotel, 26th Street and Madison Avenue, New York City. .

Included among the 17 in attendance, were the 
following members of the National Renaissance Party (NRP): 
James H. Madole, NRP leader, Peter Krauss, Joseph Rudden, 

Paul Joachim, Edward Cassidy and Dan Burros. 

Also in attendance were the following individuals 
formerly associated with PAN, NYC, who now, according to 
the source, can be considered members of ANP of New York: 
George A. Lincke, who presided over the meeting, Sven 
Enblom, Aristotle Moshos, Barry McBride, Jim Bogen, Charles 
Mong, Marlin Thomas and Kevin Barrett. 

The source was unable to identify the remainder 
of those in attendance. 

The discussion at this meeting concerned itself 
with possible cooperation in their respective activities 
in New York City between the NRP and ANP. 

Madole is strongly against such cooperation since 
he feels that the NRP should act independently of any other 
organization. However, a successful discussion was held 
concerning the possible common usage, by NRP and ANP, of 
lawyers and bondsmen. 

The source further advised that Madole stated 
that the NRP will hold no outdoor meetings in the foreseeable 
future and will restrict its activities to weekly meetings 
to be held each Saturday afternoon in the offices of The 
Truth Seeker, 38 Park Row, New York City. 

The source stated that Lincke informed those in 
attendance that the ANP of New York will participate in 
no public activities but will confine itself to weekly 
meetings at the Hotel Madison Square, 26th Street and 
Madison Avenue, New York City, unless advised to the con- 
trary by Rockwell. 

Characterizations of the ANP, PAN, NYC and the 
NRP are attached hereto and sources mentioned therein have 
furnished reliable information in the past.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 9, 1962, a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semi tic, anti-Christian, 
anti-Negro and neo-Eascist organization, with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was 
founded in 1949 by James H. Mado.le, who is in complete 
control of the Party. The Party r s main function is dis- 
tribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" on a bi- 
monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab literature 
obtained from official Arab establishments in New York 
City. 


The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report, 
dated December IT, 1954, stated, "National Renaissance 
Party activities and propaganda are clearly subversive 
and un-American".

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held 
an organisational meeting of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence 
on February 26, 1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959 , furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organization * s platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of 
Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews 
guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

A second source advised on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picketings with anti- Jewish 
and anti-Negro placards; talks by ROCKWELL attacking Jews 
as traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKWELL to 
form Nazi groups in various cities in the United States; 
and attempts to form a group of international sympathizers. 
ROCKWELL prints large amounts of Nazi literature at 
American Nazi Party Headquarters, 928 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia. 

On June 29, 19^2, the State of Virginia revoked 
the charter of the American Mazi Party.

On July 12, 1962, a source advised that FAN, a 
front group of the American Nazi Party (ANP), formerly 
utilized P. 0. Box 220, Murray Hill Station, New York 16, 
New York, as a mailing address, but since the latter part 
of June, 1962, has used P. 0. Box 130, Highbridge Station, 
New York 52, New York, as a mailing address. The source 
stated that FAN, NYC, has no actual headquarters. 


According to this source, FAN, NYC, was' formed 
under the direction of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, leader of 
the ANP, Arlington, Virginia, and is composed of individuals 
who are in sympathy with the purposes of the ANP, but who 
are reluctant to expose themselves publicly as ANP 
sympathizers. Although FAN, NYC has no formal membership 
list. Individuals who participate in FAN activities 
consider themselves FAN members . 


The source further advised that ANTHONY WELLS, 
a member of the ANP, who had been specifically designated by

On November 28, 1957, a source advised that 
the United White Party (U1P) was organized at a con- 
vention held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 
1957. An article in the November 26, 1957, issue of the 
"Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville, 

South Carolina, reported "bhe recent formation of a 
new political party to be known as the United White 
Party". According th the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was 
reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organiza- 
tions and individuals . " 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", 
self -described as the "official Racial Nationalist 
Organ of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) 
reported that rank and file "States Righters" had 
merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National 
States Rights Party", with national offices at Post 
Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that 
the NSRP is composed of past members cf klan-type organi- 
zations and notorious anti-Semites. 

Issues Number 19, dated June, i 960 , ‘the 
Thunderbolt", announced the address of the headquarters

ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959 ; furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organization's platform. The •‘main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of 
Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews 
guilty of Communist and Zioni'st treason. 

A second source advised on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picket ings with anti- Jewish 
and anti-Negro placards; talks by ROCKWELL attacking Jews 
as traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKWELL to 
form Nazi groups in various dities in the United States; 
and attempts to form a group ’of international sympathizers. 
ROCKWELL prints large amounts of Nazi literature at 
American Nazi Party Headquarters, 928 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia. ’ 

On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked 
the charter of the American Nazi Party.

(NYCPD), advised that the Nationalist Party (NP) was formed 
on September 21, 1961 , and although it has no actual head- 
quarters, continues to maintain a "mail drop" at 507 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City.

LUKE DOMMER has no official title as an officer of the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 


stated that’ even though activities 
of the NP consist of anti-communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti-semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
of the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) which was held in 
New York City on December 4, i960. 


On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist. However, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 


The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to join with other organizations in anti- communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has.

On May 21, 1963, the- Los,., Angeles Office received a 
copy of a letter addressed to j. P. Allsberry,- 6527 West Sixth 
Street, Los Angeles 48, California, from R. J. Blanco, 1800 
South “"Sepulveda Boulevard, Los Angeles 25, California. The 
body of tihe letter reads as follows: 

"Your correspondence indicates a complete lack of 

knowledge of our American way of life. 

"I am not interested in such rabble rousing groups. 

"Your pamphlets are obnoxious." 

With the copy of the letter sent to the Los Angeles 
Office were the following:

I am 
sorry that you all did not have an apartment 
for me as my aunt and I were so happy having 
you folks for landlords.

It was founded in 1949 by James H* Madole, who is in complete 
control of the party. The party* s main function is distribution 
of the National Renaissance Bulletin on a monthly basis and 
distribution of pro-Arab literature obtained from official 
Arab establishments in New York City. 

This source stated -that the National Renaissance 
Party continues to maintain headquarters in the apartment of 
James Madole, Apartment 8, 10 West 90th Street, New York 
City, New York. 
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The Un-American Activities Committee of the

By letter dated June 5 , 1963* Sherman T* Stenberg, 
who gave the address of 3262 North Raymond Avenue, Altadena, 
California, furnished the RBI Office, Los Angeles, publications 
which he stated had been received through the -mail.

4. "The Rockwell Report," Number 14 bearing the 
date May 1, 1963. 

5. A leaflet entitled "AMERICAN NAZI PARTY." 

6. Communication addressed "To Our California Friends 
and Supporters" requesting them to call telephone 
number. Area Code 213, 257-3532, on Saturday, 

May 11, 1963* This communication bears the name 
Lincoln Rockwell, Commander, American Nazi Party. 

7. Leaflet entitled "PROGRAM of the World Union of 
Free Enterprise National Socialists." 
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On June 10, 1963, a second source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, submitted information concerning 
a picket line by the American Nazi Party at the Statler Hotel 
in Los Angeles on June 6, 1963. This information in substance 
is set forth as follows: 

On June 6, 2;: 10 pm,- four uniformed men arrived in 
front of the Statler Hilton Hotel located at 930 Wilshire 
Boulevard. The group was dressed in the usual Nazi-type khakis 
with a red and black armband with a swastika centered in the 
middle. The group picketed until approximately 2:55 pm. At 
this time, they were picked up by a car bearing license number 
ENN 450 (this car is registered to ROBERT E. GILES, Star 
Route, Orange Cove, ; California). 

During the demonstration, Marvin Reeves, Secretary 
of the American Nazi Party, handed out leaflets that carried 
the caption "I am an American Nazi.” Reeves was dressed 
in civilian clothes and did not participate in the picket line, 
Clifford Huss was also observed standing across the- street on 
Wilshire Boulevard, but he, like Reeves, did not participate 
in the picketing, nor was he dressed in a uniform. At 
approximately 2:25* a man later identified as Charles F. Stra- 
ford of 2202 Villa Vista Way, Orange, California, approached 
the picketing group and made an attempt to tear off the armband 
of one of the Nazis. He was thwarted in his effort by a Los 
Angeles police officer. No physical contact was made. The 
picketing was a demonstration against a meeting that was being 
held in the Statler Hilton Hotel in regard to Negro rights. 

It was a meeting between the leaders of the Negro group and 
the local white officials and businessmen. 

Those identified in the picket line for the American 
Nazi Party were Ralph Porbes, Clifford Huss, Marvin Reeves, 

David Ford, Robert Martell and Raymond Drake.

A source advised on February 27, 1959 * that George 
Lincoln Rockwell of Arlington, Virginia, had held an organiza- 
tional meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to the 
source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of the 
organization. Rockwell told those present that the WUFENS 
would be an international movement, but that the section of 
the organization in the United States would be known as the 
American Party of the WUFENS. 

Rockwell, on March 26, 1959* furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of the 
program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to become the 
President of the United States through the organization’s 
platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, as reflected in the 
program, call for the migration of Negroes to Africa and the 
trial and execution of all Jews guilty of Communist and Zionist 
treason. 


A second source advised on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picketings with anti-Jewish and 
anti-Negro placards; talks by Rockwell attacking Jews as traitors 
to the United States; attempts by Rockwell to form Nazi groups 
in various cities in the United States; and attempts to form a 
group of international sympathizers. Rockwell prints large 
amounts of Nazi literature at American Nazi Party Headquarters, 
928 North Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia. 

On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked the 
charter of the American Nazi Party. 

On September 20, 1962 , the State Corporation 
Commission of Virginia issued a charter for a "George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party." The second source mentioned above advised on 
September 24, 1962 , that Rockwell will continue to carry on his 
activities, using the name American Nazi Party, and he obtained 
the charter for the George Lincoln Rockwell Party merely to be 
able to do business as a corporation.

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 


A source advised on February 27, 1959 , that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held 
an organisational meeting of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists ( WUFENS ) at his residence 
on February 26, 1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organisation. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organisation in the United States would be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959 , furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organisation 1 s platform.

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II. OBJECTIVES 


In a flyer distributed by the NRP in May, 1963 , 
MADOLE stated the the purpose of the NRP is "unifying the 
great majority of white Christian Americans behind a 
political party which is not dominated by aggressive 
Jewish and Negro minority groups." 

A booklet published by the NRP, entitled "SE 
Man," self -described as the organ of the Security Echelon 
(SE) of the NRP states that the SE was formed to defend 
against the terrorist methods practiced by the Israeli 
Intelligence Service known as the Shin Beth which "SE 
Man" states has waged a war of terror and murder for many 
years. 


The SE of the NRP is described as "the fighting 
vanguard of the white race" and the purpose of the SE is 
to protect the leadership of the NRP and provide order at 
NRP rallies and meetings. 

On May 8, 1963, NY T-l described the objectives 
of the NRP as promoting United Arab Republic (UAR) policies 
in the United States and promoting a general anti-Semitic 
atmosphere in every walk of life.

NY T-2 advised that the discussion at the above 
meeting concerned itself with possible cooperation between 
the NRP and the ANP.

NY T-2 further stated that MADOLE stated the NRP 
will hold no outdoor meetings or rallies in the foreseeable 
future but will restrict its activities to weekly meetings 
to be held each Saturday afternoon at the offices of The 
Truth Seeker, 38 Park Row, New York City.

It was 
founded in 1949 hy JAMES H. MADOLE, who is in complete 
control of the Party. The party 1 s main function is distri- 
bution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin on a bi- 
monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab literature 
obtained from official Arab establishments in New York City. 


The source further stated that the headquarters for 
the NRP is located in the residence of JAMES H. MADOLE, at 
10 West 90th Street, New York City. 


The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17 , 1954, stated "National Renaissance 
party activities and propaganda are clearly subversive 
and un-American." 
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National States Rights Party (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957 . 

An article in the November 26, 1957 issue of the "Green- 
ville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, 
reported "the recent formation of a new political party 
to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented.

individual who "runs the NSRP."

(NYCPD), advised that the Nationalist Party (NP) was formed 
on September 21, 1961, and although it has no actual head- 
quarters, continues to maintain a "mail drop" at 507 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. 


I |further advised that although 

LUKE DOMMER has no official title as an officer of the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 


| |stated that even though activities 

of the NP consist of anti- communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti-semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
of the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) which was held in 
New York City on December 4 , i960. 


On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist . However, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitie sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 

The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to join with other organizations in anti-communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has. 
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THE TRUTH SEEKER 


On September 17 * 1958 * a source stated that The 
Truth Seeker* 38 Park Row* New York City* was an atheistic 
organization which publishes "The Truth Seeker"* an anti-Semitic 
and anti-Negro publication and that CHARLES SMITH, the editor 
of "The Truth Seeker" was a notorious anti-semite. 
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All sources have furnished reliable information 
in the past.
